Stymied 


The Eisenhower Administration’s labor policy forced a 
new breakdown in services to the Nation’s workers when the 
White House failed to fill the office of general counsel for the 


National ‘Labor Relations Board. 

With the office vacant, no com- 
plaints can be issued against em- 
ployers engaging in unfair labor 
practices against their employes, 
nor can any injunctions be sought 
to halt such offenses. 

The vacancy occurred when the 
term of George C. Bott of Chicago 
expired on ‘Dec. 20 without a suc- 
cessor qualified. 


NEW HURDLES FOR LABOR 

It came four days after the | 
Piration of the term of Albert C. 
Beeson, antiunion employer mem- 
ber of the five-man NLRB. 

Beeson, who advised President 
Eisenhower that he would not be 
@ candidate fer a five-year term, 
left office after casting the de- 
ciding vote in several 3-2 NLRB 
decisions that upset lang-estab- 
lished labor board practices and 
put new hurdles in. the. way of 
labor - organizations. 

Beeson, who had won Senate 
confirmation for a short unexpired 
term_by. 45-42, announced after the | 
Democratic victory in the Novem- 
ber elections that he would not, 
seek reappointment. 


In one of -his last decisions, he | 
joined his fellow Eisenhower ap- 
pointees, Chairman Guy gars 
and Philip Ray Rogers, to deny 
instatement and back pay ri

Up 10,800 in 
Early December 


Washington. — Claims of unem- 
ployed workers for jobless insur- 
ance increased early this month, 
| the Labor Department reported. 
New. claims for compensation —a 
barometer of layoffs—rose by 10,- 
800 to 312,400 in the week ending 
December 11, the latest date for 
which figures are available. This 
compared with 335,329 in the like 
1953 week. 

The department blamed the rise 
in new claims on “seasonal em- 
| ployment curtailments in construc- 
tion and other outdoor activities 
and in textiles apparel and leather 
products manufacturing.” Thirty- 
two states reported ‘increases in 
| initial claims during the week. Five 
lof them recorded increases of 
more than 1000.

Still a Chance 


Inasmuch as the Eisenhower Administration has reversed 
itself on so many major issues, there is still hope that it will 
do an about-face and recommend changes in the Taft-Hartley 
Act to make it fairer to trade unionists. 

‘The latest switch is that of Secretary of Defense Charles 
E. Wilson. Some months ago, Wilson emphasized the neces- 
sity of concentrating defense orders in a few large companies. 
That not only hurt the smaller firms but carried with it a risk 
of having America’s. defense plants—concentrated in only a 
few cities—bombed out with relative ease in case of war. 


Now, after much criticism and the November elections, 
the Secretary instructs the armed services to place their or- 
ders in a way that will help preserve a “sound mobilization 
base.” This must be done by “maintaining multiple sources of 
supply,” and otherwise spreading out contracts, Wilson ‘says. 

This brings to mind the Administration’s reversal on a 
“hard money” policy that ended in higher interest:rates, and 
then turned around and invoked “soft money” and lower 
interest; and when it built foreign policy around “massive 


retaliation,” and then settled for increased aid for our friends 
overseas. 


So there is still a chance that the Administration will see 


the error of its ways in the field of labor-management rela- 


tions and urge, for instance, killing the provision of the Taft- 
Hartley law that allows states to outlaw the union shop.

The President can quickly show what he means — and 
prove that he means it—by asking Congress to change the 
Taft-Hartley Act so that the states cannot pass legislation 
that restricts trade unions more than Taft-Hartley itself. 

He can, for example, urge the Senate and House to kill 
the sentence in the act which gives states the right to pass so- 
called “right-to-work” laws that are designed to shackle both 
employe and employer in their right to bargain free and 
collectively. : 

Such requests by Eisenhower would be both progressive 
in meeting the needs of the people and moderate in attitude 
toward Government functions.

housing projects, pays a voluntary service fee in lieu of taxes. 


This has brought more money into the city treasury than 
formerly came from these areas in taxes before the slums 
were cleared away. 

- To date, the St. Louis Housing Authority has paid the city 
of St, Louis $479,557. The former slum property would have 
paid only $361,710 in taxes, probably even less, since some of 
these slum properties would have been worth less on account 
of deterioration and would therefore have paid less in taxes.

The International Confederation 
of Free Trade Unions (ICFTU) has 
launched a new and important 
attack against the evils of forced 
labor wherever it may exist in the 
world. : 

The ICFTU executive board, 
which recently wound up its 12th 
session in Paris, voted to set up a 
permanent watchdog committee on 
forced labor. At the same time it 
agreed to make an effort to dis- 
cover the most effective method of 
achieving a boycott of products 
produced .in countries where forced 
labor is practiced. 

Such action should be well re- 
ceived by AFL members. At the
